m ean, for some, playing aecond 
fiddle to an old antagonist. 
Most of the unions which make 
up the AFL and CIO are not in 
direct rivalry with one another. 
But some are. 
Mixed in with the problem of 
leadership and rivalry as a stum ­ 
bling block to unity is the 
old 
question of jurisdiction: just what 
union has the right to claim what 
kind of workers. For example: 
Reutber’s own union, the CIO 
United 
Auto Workers, 
claiming 
2.400.000 members, has not only 
organized workers in the 
giant 
auto industry but has organized 
m any In the aircraft industry too. 
There it has run head on into 
AFL’s 
machinists 
union 
(about 
700.000 mem bers), which has also 
claim ed the aircraft workers as 
its province. To stop raiding each 
other's members, those two unions 
have worked out an agreem ent: 
Where one of them has already 
organized a plant, the other stays 
o u t But where a new and unor­ 
ganized plant springs up, in both 
go to sign up members. 
Clothing is a good example of 
an industry where two big unions 
m ight be able to live comfortably 
aide by side in a merged AFL-CIO. 
Those two unions are the CIO’s 
Amalgamated 
Clothing 
Workers 
and the AFL’s International Ladies 
G arm ent Workers. 
So long as the garment union 
Sticks to signing up workers who 
turn out women’s wear and the 
am algam ated 
confines 
itself 
to 
workers producing men’s 
wear, 
they should be able to do all right. 
The AFL, which claims 8Vh mil­ 
lion m em bers, has 109 unions. The 
CIO, claiming between five and 
six million members, has 83 un­ 
ions. There is plenty of rivalry 
am ong those 142 unions. 
If It had been left to the rank- 
and-file mem bers of both organi­ 
zations, AFL and CIO, there prob­ 
ably would have been a merger 
long ago. It’s the men at the top 
who have to reach the agree­ 
ments.

Clothing is a good example of 
an industry where two big unions 
m ight be able to live comfortably 
aide by side in a m erged AFL-CIO. 
Those two unions are the CIO’* 
Am algam ated 
Clothing

and the AFL’s International Ladies 
G arm ent Workers. 
So long as the garment union 
Sticks to signing up workers who 
turn out women’s wear and the

NEW YORK Un — A famous 
mountain climber was once ask­ 
ed why he wanted to climb Mt. 
Everest. 
“ Because ifs there,” he 
re­ 
plied simply. 
The lofty peak is still there 
and still unclimbed, so far as is 
known. The latest expedition is 
reported to have failed a heart­ 
breaking 150 feet short of its goal. 
There are many mountains on 
the face of the earth yet uncon­ 
quered by men on foot. But Mt. 
Everest holds a peculiar fasina* 
tion for mountain climbers be­ 
cause it is thought to be the tall­ 
est in the world. 
It is over 29,000 feet high, and 
Is said still to be growing. And 
because of this, some men—even 
the experts—feel 
the 
task 
of 
reaching its summit on two feet 
is impossible. 
But there have always been 
people in the past who have put 
a theoretical limit on human ach­ 
ievement, and lived to see their 
error. It used to be thought no 
one could ever swim the English 
Channel. 
Today 
a 
man 
who 
doesn’t know someone who has 
a limited circle of friends. 
When the machine gun was per­ 
fected, some high-ranking offi­ 
cers thought it meant the end of 
infantry warfare because no men 
would dare such murderous fire. 
They were wrong. 
In track and field sports some 
authorities hold that no man will 
ever sprint a hundred yards in 
nine seconds or run a mile in four 
minutes. But because thousands 
of young athletes dream each 
year of doing these things, and 
work toward doing them, the 
chances are that in time they will 
be done. 
The wish to attain the suppos­ 
edly unattainable exists in the 
heart of every man. That is what 
makes him a human being And 
in the breast of a few men there 
Is 
apositive passion to achieve 
what has never been achieved be­ 
fore It is these few whose sup­ 
erb strength of body or spirit 
force the cynics 
among 
man­ 
kind to revise their ideas of what 
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is possible, and burst the strait­ 
jacket of the past. 
In a tormented world it may 
seem to many juvenile, useless 
and even silly for grown men to 
risk their lives and fortunes try­ 
ing to climb a mountain. 
But Mt. Everest is more than 
just a storm-swept height. It is a 
symbol, an 
eternal 
challenge. 
And the restless race of moun­ 
tain climbers will never rest un­ 
til one or two among them stamp 
their weary feet in elation upon 
its windy peak. 
The ultimate victory will rep­ 
resent a triumph of all that is 
best in the human animal-physi- 
tadcsnauwlunsjc 
qe q8 naaia w 
planning, selfless teamwork to­ 
ward a goal beyond personal pro­ 
fit. 
It is an odd fact that in these 
expeditions up Mt. Everest the 
native Tibetans and Nepalese, 
accustomed to vast heights, wear 
out sooner than the British or 
Swiss climbers. The reason prob­ 
ably is that the native climbers 
are doing it for pay. 
The British and Swiss go high­ 
er because they have a higher 
goal. Why do they want to climb 
Mt. Everest? There is a spiritual 
quality in their brief answer: 
“ Because it is there.”

Since then there has been evi­ 
dence that military ordering poli­ 
cies have changed. Industrialists 
say that the military apparently 
have cutback on some of the orig­ 
inal equipment schedules and are 
seeking later models. 
For business, this latest stretch­ 
out—defense program goals were 
lowered twice before—means that 
defense spending is likely to be a 
prop to the general economy longer 
dPthan was thought a few months 
ago. 
The government spending should 
continue at its present level, or a 
little higher, for many months to 
come. 
This could put off until 1954 the 
time so many businessmen fear— 
the time when the flow of govern­ 
ment dollars into defense and de­ 
fense-supporting industries begins 
to ebb. 
This spending has a lot to do 
with the high level of employment 
now. Defense buying of raw ma­ 
terials, and governmental stock­ 
piling of strategic materials, also 
have a steadying effect on com­ 
modity prices. 
Some businessmen are wonder­ 
ing if the president-elect may de­ 
cide to speedup the Korean war 
with an offensive. If so, defense 
spending may increase next year, 
£,and certainly would be stretched 
out through 1954. 
There is also the matter of re­ 
arming Europe—and the lag in that 
program, too—which seems likely 
to keep armament spending by 
this country high for a much long­ 
er time than at first foreseen. 
One of the immediate effects of 
the current lag in defense spending 
here is likely to be a much smaller 
treasury deficit next June than had

For business, this latest stretch­ 
out—defense program goals were 
lowered twice before—means that 
defense spending is likely to be a 
prop to the general economy longer 
•'than was thought a few months 
ago. 
The government spending should 
Continue at its present level, or a 
little higher, for many months to 
come. 
This could put off until 1954 tile 
time so many businessmen fear— 
the time when the flow of govern­ 
ment dollars into defense and de­ 
fense-supporting industries begins ; 
to ebb. 
This spending has a lot to do 
with the high level of employment 
now. Defense buying of raw ma­ 
terials, and governmental stock­ 
piling of strategic materials, also I 
have a steadying effect on com- j 
modity prices.

cold after being chilled. Many 
also suffer from severe, frequent, 
and repeated colds In winter.

germ. People in the Arctic rarely 
If ever have colds, as the germ 
cannot live there. 
Many causes have been blamed 
for frequent colds, such as low­ 
ered resistance, eating improper 
foods, and exposure to dampness. 
Net a True Cold 
Some people, however, do re­ 
act to cold temperature In a way 
that cloeely resembles a cold. 
This Is not a true cold, but an 
allergy to temperature. 
These people may complain of 
frequent colds. Actually they are 
allergic to some specific sub­ 
stance around them, but are not 
affected by it until a certain 
temperature is reached. 
Some do not suffer from their 


Most often he is allergic to 
some type of food, and the signs 
of a cold usually start within 30 
minutes after eating. The most 
common foods that give a tem­ 
perature allergy are com , coffee, 
eggs, wheat, and many grain 
products. Many, however, have a 
temperature 
allergy

dust. 
The person with this type of 
allergy usually has a profuse se­ 
cretion from the nose when ex­ 
posed to cold air or chilling. He 
may develop a fever, his nose be­ 
comes clogged, and he feels slug­ 
gish and sick.

A doctor can usually confirm a 
diagnosis of temperature allergy 
by taking a smear of the secre­ 
tion from the nose, which will 
reveal a certain type of cell if 
there is an allergy.

Dul­ 
les and Stassen. In accord with 
Ike s orders, they have given no 
comment or commitments. 
Although the blueprint 
is a 
highly confidentLl document, us 
general outlines 
have become 
known within the last few days. 
It has many different and novel 
angles, but it still calls for heavy 
expenditures and underwriting by 
the United States. However, in­ 
stead of direct loans and grants 
through such agencies as the Mu­ 
tual Security Administration and 
the Point Four program, Uncle 
Sam would set himself up as a 
banker-investor. 
The scheme is designed to ap- 
pease European sensitivities Un­

In accord with 
Ike s orders, they have given no 
comment or commitments. 
Although the blueprint 
is a 
highly confidential document, its 
general outlines have 
become 
known within the last few days 
It has many different and novel 
angles, but it still calls for heavy 
expenditures and underw riting by 
the United States. However, in­ 
stead of direct loans and grants 
through such agencies as the Mu­ 
tual Security Administration and 
the Point Four program, Uncle 
Sam would set himself up as a 
banker-investor. 
The scheme is designed to ap­

Looking into the pre-retirement 
programs of a few out of many 
companies that have them, the 
conference board reports on their 
differences as follows:

R. T. Blaney, Circleville sanitari 
an, has listed some of the approxi 
mate costs to the customers if the 
city sets up a sanitary fill system 
for garbage and rubbish disposal. 
Blaney made a study of similar 
setups used by Westerville and 
other communities. Westerville in 
population is about half the size 
of Circleville. 
It was agreed in a city.county 
meeting Monday to establish tight 
er rules for use of the city dump, 
target for many complaints in re­ 
cent months because of offensive 
smoke and odors. Officials at the 
same time indicated the city will 
seriously consider a sanitary fill 
system after temporary measures 
are established to reduce the flood 
of complaints. 
Under the sanitary fill plan urged 
by Blaney and C. 0. Leist, city 
health direcfor, a city-wide collec­ 
tion system would be operated with 
a set scale of rates. 
* * • 
AT PRESENT, the officials said, 
about five haulers in the local area 
“ have made quite a business of 
garbage pickups” on an independ­ 
ent basis. In addition to these, a 
considerable number of “ push-cart 
garbage men” have their 
own 
agreements with individual cus­ 
tomers and haul their collections to 
the city’s open dump. 
Blaney said a good many resi­ 
dents now- pay up to 25 cents a 
week, with one collection a week, 
to have their garbage and rubbish 
removed. Leist said he knew of 
some cases in which 50 cents is be­ 
ing charged for one collection a 
week. 
Collections from homes would be 
twice a week under the plan out­ 
lined by Blaney on the basis of his 
studies at Westerville and else­ 
where. 
Individual residential custom­ 
ers would be charged 75 cents a 
month. Duplex home customers,” 
when their containers are all at 
the same spot,” would pay 60 
cents a month. 
Customers 
living 
in 
garage- 
apartm ent type homes and those in 
housing projects would come in the 
75-cent monthly class, Blaney said. 
In cases where there are three or 
more apartm ents in the one build­ 
ing, the charge would be 60 cents. 
TTie charge for commercial cus­ 
tom ers would range from $25 a 
month for large food establish­ 
ments and those with similar needs 
down to $1.50 a month for barber 
shops, beauty parlors and the like.

LEIST AND Blaney joined in 
pointing out the city now has no 
control over haulers working under 
independent agreements with their 
customers.

Tops Sound Speed 
MUROC, Calif. UP - The first 
faster - than - sound flight by an 
American fighter plane completely 
equipped for combat was complet­ 
ed here recently, it was announced 
officially today.

Singley said the wage-hour divi­ 
sion feels it is important, too, for 
both parents and employers to con- J 
sider the danger to the school-age 
I youth of over long employment out-j 
I side of school hours.
